must not freeze- and thaw and freeze again, 
"or this is harmful.

A correspondent of the New England Far- 


mer say a, "In regard to shingles,! have-seen 
tho highest coat shaved pino fail in ten 
jonra; nud I expect the cheapest, nappy, 
sawed piiio will last that length of time. 
Koofa are so expensive to keep in repair, it 
behooves ovory man who haylmd experience 
with thorn to contribute what ho can for tho 
gouornl good of this all important subject. 


Iu the future I intend to lay low-priced 


shinglcfl,—any from S2.7.r> lo $ I per thousand 
—nud paint thorn with a coat of tor nntl as- 
phaUum,—say one barrel coal tar, costing 
$3; 10 Iba. asphaltum, at 3ct 30 cent*; 10 Ihs. 
ground slato, Ic, 10 cent*?; 'I gallons dead oil, 
nt 25, f>0 conts, which should bo added after 
tho other has been wetted itua thoroughly 
mixed. 


I consider tho above mixture as good as 


anything that can bo put onto the shingles, 
aa it will thoroughly keep the water out and 
if dry they will not rol under the lap, nor 
will tho nails rust, and I know of uo reason 
why they will not last m long as I ohall want 
HhinglcH. Tha mixture nhould bo put on 
hot, in n day, nud upon u dry roof. 


It ban been ankccl by some why not paint 


aliinglos bofore toying? I answer, because 
the sulphur in the tftv. would rust tho nails. 
Whou piit on hoi, the wood almost wholly 
Absorbs two cofito, nud tho roof looks as won 
as H slalo roof, Tho cost of tho prflpr.raUon 
ia only nbout twelve couU per Rallou. The 
iwboatofl and varioim other propnriitions cost 
from Kfivonty-fivo con tit to oue dollar per 
gallon. 
In my opinion none of them aro 


any better than Iho above.

The new charter has passed the General 


Assembly and become a law, but it is not 
the document which tho city council peti- 
lionod the Genoral Assembly to enact. As 
the charter went to Providence Iho max- 
imum amount of money which tho council 
could appropriate at any onetime for any 
now object was $5000. In the enacted 
charter thoso figures are reduced lo those in 
the late charter, $3000. This is t very 
singular amendment for tho General Assem- 
bly to mako, Hitherto non-lai-pnyers have 
voted for mombors of Ihs city council, 
aud 
the

representatives

from lavishly expending taxpayers' money. 
The new charter provides that ouly tax- 
payers shall vote for members of Ihe city 
council, so that the city council, in both 
branches, represents solely the moneyed in- 
terest, A council chosen by 'thir, limited 
suffrage ought to bo capable of appropria- 
ting money almost nt |their own discretion, 
and yet tho same old narrow [limit of $3000 
is preserved, and if tbo couucilmen wish lo 
upend more than that they must seek the 
consent of exactly the same persons ,wlio 
originally elected them. 


As tho charter wont lo Providence it pro- 


vided that tho superintendent of public 
schools, city marshal, street commissioner 
and city treasurer wore to be elected by th 
city council. We Imvo already givon 01 
reasons for approving this. If thoso official 
are elected by tho people they can bo called 
to give an account of their stewardship In 
onco a year, nnd ways that nre dark and 
tricks tlmt aro vain enable BOIIIO very use 
less officers, by conciliating the fuvor of the 
"boys," to retain omoo o long 
time.

Thursday, on n strike, after giving some 
days' notice (hat on advance of pay would 
bo expected April 1st. 
A portion of the 


help, about two hundred in number, then 
went lo Arctic and induced tho help at that 
mill to turn out. From there, with their 
numbers increased ;by tho help that turned 
out, they proceeded to Quidnick, whoro they 
found tho mill door locked and tho help un- 
able to get out. 
Their numbers by this 


timo had increased to nearly a thousand,and 
loud cries wore made lo the help in the 
mill, when a lad seized an iron bar and broke 
tbe lock, thereby forcing iu an entrance to 
the mill.

There m uo remedy and assistant so easily 


and cheaply obtained, no harmleu to the 
fowls, nor «o natiafaotory iu iU results, as 
sulphur. It being iu the system of animals 
to a small degree, there ig a greater afiinity 
for it than there otherwise would be. Itcau 
be administered to the fowls by having it in 
a small box, so that thoy cau help them, 
selves, or by mixing it with their food once 
a week, as often as there are indication of 
vermin. Penetrating, as it does, to every 
part of the system, all parasites are quickly 
and surely destroyed. 
Also gapes are said 


to bo prevented in chickens. Fowls ueed 
it moro thsu most animals, their feathers 
containing between four and five per cent, 
of sulphur. Their eggs also havo a small 
quantity, which is noticed by tho discoloring 
of a silver spoon when it comes in contact 
with a boiled egg. Applied externally to 
the fowls when on the ucst, to tho nest it- 
self, or mixed with tho soil in the dusting 
bos, it is equally efficacious in destroying 
vermin. 


To lo used as u f umigator of buildings, 


it is necessary lo remove the fowls, close 
the room or house, mix n little saltpetre 
with the sulphur iu an iron vessel, aud ap- 
ply n match to tho mixture. This should 
OQ done iu tho morning, aud tho doors aud 
windows opened in 
the afternoon for a 


thorough ventilatiou. Lord 
mixed with 


sulphur ia proper proportions and applied 
as oftea as is necessary, to the feathers on 
tho neck aud back of young and old turkeys, 
is 
a very good 
safeguard against 
tho 


ravages of foxes. 


For our own profit, and the comfort of 


fowls, let us use sulphur or remedies of a 
like nature.—[Poultry World. 


TII.U.VISO i COLT.—ilany persons, when a 


colt becomes used to the halter when stand- 
ing in the stable, endeavor to tench it to 
load by going before, expecting a colt to fol- 
low. 
Tho colt does not know what is want- 


ed, aud so refuses, and then comes tugging 
at tho end of the halter, and too often whip- 
pings from behind by an assistant, until at 
length tho little sufferer begins lo compre- 
hend what pulling from before and whipping 
from behind means in Iho language of those 
terrible beiugs who have gotten it, in some 
very incomprehensible way to the colt, into 
their power. Another way, aud we must ac- 
knowledge n more humane one than that 
last described, is to take the colt out at Ihe 
end ot a Ipug, light rope, but so that it may 
still be within the reach of the whiplash, 
and then luuge the terrified animal about, 
sometimes until the sweat starts from every 
pore in the body. 
The only reason, 
bow- 


ever, why we think this the more humane 
than the other is, that it is less reasonable 
to expect the colt to advance toward au ob- 
ject it foara, than that it should try to es- 
cape another similar object it fears. 
Tho 


preferable way is to take the colt by the 
halter strap, near the hoad, and standing by 
its side and holding a light whip, 
con- 


tinue to tap 
it 
gently 
behind, if 
it 


sulks whan bidden to go. 
If on the contra- 


ry, it trios to rush ahead, restrain it at first, 
only so much as to check undue exuberance 
aud guide it in tho direction wished, talking 
gently to it, aud at tho end ot the lesson 
giving a little sugar or some other thing it 
likes. In this way it will soon como to like 
the exorcise, and then it may easily bo 
taught to go in a circle, both right and left. 
It will bo thoroughly trained iua short lime, 
aud will always lead promptly up to, or by 
the side of the attendant. To make tho colt 
advance to you when standing in front, at 
the end of the halter, give a slight pull nnd 
say, "come," repeating this until you nro 
satisfied the colt will not respond. Then, 
upon repeating the word,lap the colt on tho 
fora legs with the end of the whip, aud it 
will soon learn what you want. 
When tho 


colt has approached close to you, giro it a 
taste of something it likes, and it will soon 
learn to come aud lay its head on your 
shoulder. It is true it takes time to so edu= 
cato a colt, but these lessons are never lost," 
and, perfect confidence being formed be* 
tweeu the colt nnd yourself, tho subsequent 
training to the saddle nnd harness will bo 
sufficiently simplified lo moro than repay 
this extra care at tho beginning. 
Tho dif- 


ference between breaking a horso nnd Iraiu- 
ing a horse is simply Iho difference between 
the exercise of bruto forco aud humau intel- 
ligence.
